THE FOG BARRIER 


Good and bad luck attended the 
flight of the Southern Cross. The voy- 
agers were forced to land twelve hun- 
dred miles short of their destination. 
But, recalling the fate of former ad- 
venturers in the same enterprise, they 
may count themselves fortunate to have 
emerged from the fog banks, and to 
have been able to select a safe landing 
place where the conveniences of civiliza- 
tion were at hand. 

Of five previous attempts to make 
the westward flight, only one party 
reached land on this side, that of Baron 
Huenefeld. Another flight ended in a 
crash at the Azores islands. The other 
three parties vanished in the broad 
spaces of the North Atlantic. 

The latest flight is a failure, in that 
the fliers did not reach their goal. But it 
did not end in tragedy. The moral 
seems to be that the airplane route 
across the Atlantic will have to be 
charted so as to avoid the fog zone which 
lies off the eastern coast of Newfound- 
land. 


THE VOTE BY PARTIES 


It is claimed, on the basis of incom- 
plete returns, that to elect a member 
at the reeent elections the United Farm- 
ers had to poll only 1,800 votes, while 
the Liberals had to poll 4,100, the Con- 
fcrvatives 4,216, and the Independents 
£,000 

The figures are arrived at, no doubt, 
by dividing the total vote polled by each 
party in the province by the number of 
candidates it elected. Since members of 
the legislature are not elected by a 
province-wide poll for each candidate, 
that method of calculation is faulty. 
But it establishes quite clearly that if 
“proportional representation” is the 
ideal composition of a legislature, Al!- 
berta is a long way from proportional 
representation. 

The facts are that the United Farm- 
ers elected many candidates in constitu- 
encies where the total votes were small, 
the Liberals were victorious mainly in 
ridings where the votes were large, and 
the Conservatives won only in the cities 
where the votes were largest of all, and 
the most hopelessly split among rival 
groups and numerous candidates. The 
Independents ran many candidates und 
elected but three, which accounts for 
their small showing as a party in the re- 
sult. 


THE ONE BIG MARKET 


Italy has followed the example of 
Germany and hoisted an already pro- 
hibitive tariff against foreign wheat to 
a still more unscalable altitude. If any 
resident of Italy wants to gratify his 
preference for wheat grown elsewhere 
he must hereafter pay a tax of 83 cents 
per bushel for bringing it into the coun- 
try, or a correspondingly exclusive tax 
for importing flour. 

With wheat standing at the present 
prices in the world markets, that would 
seem to put it beyond any question that 
the Italian consumer must eat Italian 
wheat or none, The matter is not of 


great direct interest to Canadian farm- 


ers, since Italy was never a large con- 
sumer of Canadian wheat. But it is im- 
portant as another proof that the con- 
tinent of Europe cannot be looked upon 
a8 an area in which Canadian wheat is 
likely to find any considerable market 
These barriers which the continen- 
tal countries are building against our 
wheat emphasize the importance to the 
Canadian farmer of holding the market 
in Great Britain, and of buying more 
largely in Great Britain as the one way 
to permanently hold that market. Bri- 
tain must pay for the wheat it imports 
with manufactured goods. The larger 
the proportion of their purchases abroad 
which Canadians make in Britain, the 
better the chances that the Canadian 
farmer will be able to sell his wheat.

height of its dam and enlarge the capa- 
city of its Ghost River power plant. 

Recalling the history of power de- 
velopment in that locality, it is quite 
probable that some objection will be 
raised to the removal of the lake from 
the park area, on the ground that this 
would be sacrificing the scenic attrac- 
tions of the park. That point was raised 
and very strongly urged when the con- 
cession was made to admit of the con- 
struction of the company’s present plant. 

But declaring the lake to be outside 
the park will not remove it from all 
regulative authority and leave the com- 
pany, or any other private interests, free 
to do with it as they may please. The 
change will only transfer the lake from 
the control of the Dominion to that of 
the Provincial Government. It will then 
become the duty of the latter to lay 
down such regulations for the carrying 
out of the new construction as will pre- 
serve the beauty of the lake and its sur- 
roundings. 

There is no reason to suppose that 
the Provincial Government will disre- 
gard that responsibility. The play- 
grounds which are being established in 
various parts of the province provide 
evidence that the provincial authority is 
not insensible to the desirability of pre- 
serving beauty spots. The fact that one 
of these playgrounds is located at Ghost 
River is even more direct assurance that 
the scenery will not be sacrificed un- 
duly to utilitarian considerations. 

Edmonton is rather more than casu- 
ally interested in this matter, because of 
the agreement between the city and the 
Calgary Power Company for the inter- 
change of current. If the company is 
permitted to enlarge its plant as pro- 
posed the city will be assured of a 


more ample supply of power in sum- 
mer, and will be less likely to be called 
upon to supply the company in the win- 
ter season.

Clothes on Fire: Wrap the child 
in a rug or blanket to smother the 
flames. Then apply vaseline, car- 
ron oil, or soda and water to the 
burn. Do not try to tear away 
clothes which may be adhered to 
burned tissue. It is better to soak 
them off with water, If the burns 
are extensive or deep you will need 
a doctor. 

Cuts: Children seldom cut them- 
selves deeply enough to require a 
doctor. Every cut should be wash- 
ed with sterile water. A little bleed- 
ing does not hurt, but the loss of 
too much blood can be prevented by 
tying firmly with gauze. After the 
bleeding ceases the bandage should 
be loosened. If the wound does not 
heal quickly, or shows signs of be- 
coming swollen, it should be soaked 
in hot water and epsom salts. Where 
the edges of the wound do not come 
together naturally, it should receive 
a doctor's attention, or if bleeding 


is too profuse to stop readily. When- 
ever an artery or vein is cut a doc- 
tor should be called at once and 


pressure exercised on the artery or 
vein to prevent excessive bleeding

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

Bald at Twenty-three 


Question: D. L. writes: “I am 23 
yeats of age, general health fairly 
good, and I use an abundance of 
fresh fruits and vegetables I have 
no scalp disease, such as dandruff, 
but my hear ts coming out very fast, 
having already one small bald spot. 
What is your advice?” 

Answer: I would advise you to use 
the icé treatment on your scalp to 
induee a better circulation of blood. 
Treat the scalp at least twiee daily, 
moving the ice slowly over the bald 
spot. Afterwards massage the scalp 
with cocoanut oll, You may have 
some glandular trouble or a heredi- 
tary tendency to baldness, but ihe 
jee treatment may help you in any 
case.

Answer: The use of lemons with 
salt stimulates more hydrochloric | 
acid in the stomach and this, In a 
way, assists in the digestion of cer- 
tain kinds of foods, but in the end 
is liable to produce an over-acidity 
of the stomach, consequently this 
mixture is not usually advisable.

Second. we shall, by widely diver- 
sifying the farmer's output, put a 
sounder bass under agriculture. 
saving it from the whim of market 
or weather on one product. 

We need nationally to foster a 
sustained inquiry along the follow- 
ing lines: 

First, what uses other than for 
food can we find for existing farm 
Products that are now used only for 
human food and animal feed? 

Second, what uses can we find for 
the waste products of the farm that 
we are not now utilizing profitably? 

Third, what processes can we dis- 
cover and perfect that will enable 
the farmer to produce materials, like 
Oils, that we now usually get else- 
where, and very often from foreign 
sources’, 

Fourth, what new crops can the 
farmer grow that will meet old or 
new industrial needs? 

If we could spend the energy we 
are spending in fervent oratory 
about the poor farmer on finding 
the answers to such questions as 
these four, we might realize some 
very real farm relief. 

Farm and factory must prosper 


together! 
This is a favorite slogan for 
Chambers of Commerce interested 


in keeping their rural surroundings 
happy. 

The farm must produce 
materials for the factory! 

I suggest this is a far more mean- 
ingful slogan.

Speculations must follow the clue 
of fact; if they do not, they are apt 
to be worthless. Once in a great 
while a theory runs pretty far ahead 
of the fact and advances under- 
standing. But then it promptly 
looks for some facts to test or prove 
the théory, and such theories occur 
to minds well versed in facts and 
with a trained logical sense of the 
relation between theory and fact. 
Without this training a thought fs 
likely to be a thob. But I repeat 
that a tendency to thob is in reality 
an interest in thinking; a thobber 
by proper training may become a 
thinker, though nobody can guar- 
antee the result, 

The tendency to thob is a general 
one, and the history of thought is 
full of it. Mr. Ward cites this amaz- 
ing explanation of lightning by so 
good a mind as that of Jonathan 
Edwards: 

“Lightning seems to be an almost 
infinitely fine combustible matter 
that floats in the air that takes fire 
by a sudden and mighty fermenta- 
tion. By this sudden agitation this 
fine floating matter is driven forth 
with a mighty force; the parts are 
#0 fire that they instantaneously 
make their way into the pores of 
earthly bodies, still burning with 
prodigious heat.” 

That to us sounds like so many 
words, nor does the fact that Ed- 
wards regarded lightning as an ex- 
pression of God's vengeance affect 
the nature of hs thobbing. Both 
accounts somehow gave him satis- 
faction. 

We all get a certain satisfaction 
in inventing explanations, but whe- 
ther they are good or bad explana- 
tions depends wholly on our ability 
to comprehend the facts and for- 
mulate them into a sound theory. 
What lightning is we have the facts 
to prove; what the cause of a feel- 
ing of having experienced before 
what we have not we don't know. 
We have the facts to support the 
view that it is some form of an 
illusion of memory. Of what goes 
on in the brain when the experience 
occurs we know just exactly noth- 
ing. This doesn’t mean we shouldn't 
think about it and try to explain it; 
it does mean that the value of any | 
explanation depends entirely on the | 
facts that support it.

Guidance of ‘White Christ’ 
Invoked By Island 
Bishop

THINGVELLIR, Iceland. June 26 


--Christian, King of Iceland, today 
opened the 1930 session of the Ice-

1,000 years ago this oldest parliament | 


in the world first was convened.

Thingvalla, where Grim Goatbeard, | 


the law-giver, in ancient days, recited 
from memory the entire code of Ice- 
land c law. 

The ceremonies today were simple, 
as of old. So simple as to obtain an 
almost religious aspect 

The broad plain, bounded on the 
south by a great lake, on the north 
by rugged snow-capped mountains, on 
the east and west by two great fis- 
sures of voleanic formation cut be- 
fore the dawn of history, was dotted 
with many thousands of people who 
had come from far corners of the 
earth 

Included in the vast throng of vis- 
llors were many Canadians whose 
birth or ancestry was Icelandic. They 
watched with Keen pleasure the un- 
folding of the impressive millenary 
jubilee celebration, 

Speaks From Pulpit 

From a pulpit hung high on the 
side of a clifr like an eagle's nest, 
Bishop Jon Heilgason conducted a 
half-hour service, invoking the guid- 
ance of the “White Christ of the 
South,” who 900 years ago ousted 
Thor and Odin from the hearts of 
.celanders, 

After uivine service the Icelanders 
formed themselves into a long pro- 
cession, crossed a sparkling, dashing 
river that cascades through Almann- 
agja rift, into whose deepest recesses 
the sun never penetrates, and plod- 
ded along the winding road over the 
same rouve taken by the first legis- 
lators of the ancient Icelandic repub- 
lic to the great rock of laws in the 
centre of the historic plain.

Barbarous people spent much of 
their time at war, which develdped at 
the close of the eighteenth. century 
from an occupation for the profes- 
sional minority to conscript‘en of the 
nation. Today. people everywhere are 
Put to use in war times, as well as the 
men who actually fight 

“Dry warfare” as earried 
throughout the world today. is one of 
the greatest menaces of civilization 
said the speaker. At present 75 to 80 
per cent of the budgets of most of the 
countries of the world go toward pay- 
ing for old wars and prepar ne for new 
ones. Economically, war was once a 
success; today it is a failure. It cost 
more for people to kill each other in 
the Great War than it did in the Boer 
war Credit. a system devised for 
peace times and a good thing which 
automatically checks itself. runs wld 
in war times and plunged nations into 
ruin

Why We Havre Wars 

Man is a born fighter and war is 
older than either private property or 
thé institution of marriage. Mob psy- 
chology plays for war in that nations 
draw conclusions and adopt methods 
that individuals would not. These are 
the tendencies that make for war. On 
the other hand. the growth of the 
humanitarian movement in the last 
century, bringing the abolition of 
slavery, the reform of criminal laws 
and industrial cond tions, shew pro- 
mise for the future. Economic inter- 
dependence of nations its -another 
factor, and the League of Nations is 
the great agent for a sane peace 

The speaker explained the workings 
of the League, the representative 
nature of its organization. and its 
stand for justice rather than for peace 
at any proce The average man and 
woman's task is to focus public opinion 
on the League. so that it can b-com- 
@ great power. which will rule by 
reason rather than force.
